Hague, O04. 28. The Prince Stadtholder has 
written’a very long and explicit letter to the States 
General, in which he complains heavily of the treat- 
ment he has met with by injurious and unmerited 
imputations having been Jaid to his charge, which 
have engendered fuch mifconfidence, as to caufe even 
fome of the States to agree to refolutions which have 
wounded both his honour and his reputation; that 
he has with concern obferved that diicord between 
the Regents and the inhabitants has been for fome 
time moit artfully {pread, and every opportunity ta- 
ken of reprefenting his actions in a falfe light, which 
has even been carried fo far as to endeavour to fet 
the whole nation againft the Princefs his Confort 
and his whole houfe, for which he has often (bur to 
no purpofe) required that juftice which in a free 
eduntry cannot be denied to any of its moft incon- 
fiderable inhabitants ; that, convinced of his own in~ 
nacence, the purity of his intentions, and his love 
for the country, he looked with contempt upon all 
he venom poured out againft his perfon, hoping that 
a favourable opportunity might occur for him to ju- 


mfelf; but that now, that things are gone fo 
my

ear to the a&cofarions againft him, it becomes necef+ 


fary that he fhould break filence. His Highoefs 
then goes on to juftify his conduct, and to prove that 
he did no more than his duty in acceding to the re- 
quelt of the States of Guelderland, and fending the 
troops as they defired ; that he was much embaraf 
fed by the orders of four provinces not to employ the 
troops in their pay in any civil difturbances ; that he 
communicated this to the States of Guelderland, and 
fo ordered matters that theif troops were not employ- 
ed, although fome of them had taken the oath to the 
province of Guelderland ; that he did not think ghat 
fuch prudent condué could have brought on fuch 
confequences as for the States of Holland, in a let- 
ter of the 7th of September, to infift upon his decla- 
ring his fentiments in 24 hours, of that they fhould 
be obliged to take difagreeable fteps to himfelf and 
his houfe. This injunétion {truck him fo much, that 
he could not fufficiently recollect himfelf to anfwer 
it in fo fhort a time; neverthelefs he did anfwer it 
on the 8th, but fo little (he was hurt to find) to the 
fatisfaction of the States of Holland, that they en- 
joined him not to fill up any military yacancies till 
farther orders ; and in a fhort time after he received 
a letter from them to let him know, that the troops 
were difcharged from their oath to the Captain Ge- 
neral, and that the refolation of the 8th of March, 
1766, was ffafpended. ‘lhefe refolutions of the 
States of Holland, fo difhonourable to him, induced 
his Highnefs to write to thofe States, requefting 
them to repeal them, but he had the mortification to 
be refufed ; he repeated his requett feveral times but 
to no effect. ‘Thefe reafons, his Highnefs goes on 
to fay, induced him to addrefs their High Mighti- 
nefles, that they might impartially judge of the con- 
duct he held relative to the contradictory orders of 
the different provinces refpecting the“employment of 
their troops. He adds, if their High Mightinefles 
will but for a moment confider the fituation which his 
different dignities place‘him in with regard to each 
province in particular, and the union in general, dig- 
nities which are united under one head, in order the 
more firmly to bind the ties of confederation, they 
cannot look with indifference upon the mifconfidence 
which fome provinces have fhewn towards him, and 
the illegal refolutions taken in their afflemblies.

‘The 
archite& D. Juan Antonio d’Oteyza, conductor of 
the buildings ere@ing for the Francifcans, his vifited 
thefe caverns, of which he gives the following de- 
feription : ~In the miflft of the mountain are four 
apertures opening toward the caft ; the firlt, which 
is the largeft, has a difficult and dangerous paflage, 
on account of the furrounding precipices ; at the 
bottom is a grand grotto, fufficiently {pacious to 
contain a thoufand head of cattle; by another o- 
pening, day-light is admitted to the whole. Between 
two rocks of black ntarble there is a craggy paflage 
to a ftill larger cavern, where the light is admitted 
to about 100' paces. The fides abound with the 
figures of different objects, confufedly difpofed, and 
fufceptible of all the interpretations that imagination, 
terror, or prejudice, can give. "This vault is fo fpa- 
cious and high, that when lights are placed in the 
middle, the extremities cannot be perceived. ‘There 
is another cavern of {ill greatet dimenfions, being 
an enclofure of near half a league, and it abounds 
with petrifactions: In fome places the bottom ap- 
pears tobe chry(tal; in others there are columns of 
thirty feet in height, formed by water filtered through 
the roof, and chryftalized by time.—The operati- 
ons.of nature are extrémely varied in this cavern : 
fin fome parts they refemble the chryftalization of 
fruits, roots, &c. with an exadinefs that might in- 
duce one to believe them the effe€tof art. The air 
is éxceedingly pure in thefe caverns; which it is 
hoped will be vifited by naturalifts, that a more 
ample and compleat account may be given of them,

Yefterday the Prince of Wales fet off for Wind- 
for Lodge, to dine with the Duke and Duchefs of 
Cumberland. 

His Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales was 
almott the laft perfon with whom the late Princefs 
Amelia held any kind of difcourfe ; this was on the 
Thurfday morning previous to her demife, when the 
Prince fat near her bed-fide above half an hour, and 
left her on the faculty coming to vifir. She took a 
very affectionate leave of him, telling him the fhould 
never fee him more. 

Yetterday Dr Warren and John Hunter, Efq; 
aflifted by Meff. Horne and Bell furgeons, embalm- 
ed her Royal Highnefs the Princefs Amelia, at her 
houfe in Cavendith-fquare, previous to her lying in 
ftate. 

Her Jate Royal Highnefs the Princefs Amelia, 
we are aflured, on the death of King George II. 
had formed a refolution to pay a yifit to her favou- 
rite. nephew, Prince William of Heffe-Caffel, who 
was then about 17 years of age; but, after confi- 
dering the indifferent terms upon which the Land- 
grave, his father, had lived with the Princefs Ma- 
ry, and the refolution his Highnefs had taken to 
make an.open profeflion of the Catholic religion, fhe 
altered her purpofe, but conftantly kept up an affecs 
tionate correfpondence with the Hereditary Prince 
and his brother Charles. 

The bulk of the Princefs Amelia’s property is in 


the confols of 1726, a fund which feldom comes 


to market. The fum lying in that fund is faid to 
be 365,000 I. and this is, we underftand, the pro- 
duct of the 120,000 I, left her by her father. —Such 
is the prodigious confequence of compound intereft, 
coupled with a dextrous management of the fudiua- 
ting funds. 

It is faid the Princefs Amelia’s funeral will be on 
Wednefday next. 

The funeral expences of the Royal family are al- 
ways paid out of the public purfe. 

Yelterday a number of carpenters, fent from the 
Board of Works to Cotton Garden, Weftmintter, 
began to prepare the frame-work for building the 
platform acrofs Palace Yard, for the funeral procef- 
fion of her Royal Hiphnefs the Princefs Amelia. 

Applications have already been made in the neigh- 
bourhood of Old Palace Yard, for rooms to fee the 
proceflion. 

The reigning Landegrave of Heffe Caffel, the 
Prince to-whom his aunt, the Princefs Amelia, has 
bequeathed fo large a thare of her property, is mar- 
ried to his own firit coufin, fifter to the prefent King 
of Denmark. 

The Landegrave’s confort is equally a-kin to our 
Royal Family, and has as near a claim to ghe affec- 
tion of her aunt, who is juft withdrawn from this 
world, as her hufband. ‘They have four children ; 
the two eldeft are female, one 18, the other 153 
and two fons, one 14, and the other g years old. 
He has alfo two brothers ; the eldeft is married to 


The youngeft brother, Frederick, is un- 
married, and in the 40th year of his age.

This is the age_of inventions !~ Boats are now 
offered to the public, that will neither fink or over- 
Rts and houfe-bells are fo contrived, that, when 
they are rung, they conyey the name of tite fervant 
wanted, and tell what he is to bring with him.— 
How happy are we to live at fuch a pregnant peri- 
od, when common mechanics produce contrivances, 
that a very few centuries ago would have been con- 
fidered as miraculous, or caufed their inventors to 
be hanged as conjurors. 

In thefe “* piping times of peace,” while all the 
monarchs of Europe affect the fame pacific purfuits 
of manufactures and commerce, and feem to forget 
the animofities which have agitated their kingdoms 
againft each other for many ages ; while they appear 
only defirous of contributing to the eafe and happi- 
nefs of the people over whom Providence has per- 
mitted them’ to become Sovereigns ; great flanding 
armies mark, in a very emphatical manner, their 
mutual jealoufies and ambition. Tyhis circamftance 
is one of the moft diftinguithed charagteriltics of the 
times in which we live. About two centuries ago, 
an army, in time of war, was deemed formidable and 
immenfe, when it amounted to fifty thoufand.— But 
at the prefent moment, there are fotr nations on the 
continent of Europe, who, each of them, keep in 
pay upwards of two hundred thoufand horfe and foot, 
with fuitable trains of artillery and camp equipage, 
in times of profound tranquillity. Art, in this age, 
brings back matters to a fimilitude to the flate of af- 
fairs, when numerous armies poured forth into the 
field under warlike chieftians, in days of rudeuefs 
and barbarity. It may be queftioned, however, 
Whether large ftanding armies ‘do not, in re ality 
tend to maintain the peace of Europe, in the fame 
manner that niuttal civility is preferved among gen- 
tlemen, by the alacrity with which every man of 
character and lionour is expected to defend his good 
ame, on every occafion of infult and provocation. 

By'private letters received yelterday evening by 
the Dutch mails, we hear, that it is at laft agreed 
to appoint a meeting of feveral Deputies on the part 
of the Prince of Orange, their Noble Mightineiles 
the States of Holland, and other members of the 
Union, for the purpote of forwarding the reconcili- 
ation of all parties. ‘The mediating powers are, 
though not publickly acknowledged, the Kings of 
France end Pruffia.

| Anecdote of the late King of Paussia.—F rede- 
rick, whofe chief pleafure was in the proficiency of 
hes troops in milicary difcipline, whenever a new fol- 
dier made his firft appearance ia the guards, atked 
him three queitions.. The firit was, How old are 
you? The fecond was, How long have you been in 
my fervice? as the guards were recruited out of the 
flower of the marching regiments, And the third 
was, If he received his pay and his clothiag. as he 
withed? A young Frenchman, who had been well 
difeiplined, offered-himfelf to enter the guards, 
Where he was immediately accepted in confequence 
of his experience i a saftics. Lhe young 
recruit did not anderftand the Pruffian’ language ; 
and his Captain informed him, that. when the King 
faw him firk on the parade, he would make the m- 
fual enquiries of him in the Praffian language, there- 
fore he mutt Jearn to make the fuitable anfywers, in 
the form of which he was inftratted.. As foon as 
the King beheld a new face in the ranks, taking a 
lufty pinch of fnuff, he went up to -him;and, an- 
luckily for the foldier, he put the fecond queftion 


firit, and afked him, ** How long he had been in : 


his fervice ?” The foldier anfwered, as he was ‘in- 
{tructed, ** Twenty one years, an pleafe your Ma- 
jelty.” The King was itrack at. his figure, which 
did not announce his age to be more than the time 
he anfwered he had been in his fervice. ** How old 
are you?” fays the King ina furprife. ** One year, 
an pleafe your Majefty.” , The King, ftill more fur- 
prifed, faid, ** Either you or I mult be a fool!” 
The foldier, taking this for the third queftio, rela- 
tive to his pay and clothing, fays, ** Both, an pleafe 
your Majefty.”” «* This is the firft time,” fays Fre- 
derick, {till more furprifed, ** ghat I have been called 
a fool at the head of my own guards.” The f.l- 
dier’s (tock of.in(truétion was now exhaufted, and 
when the M h ftill purfued the defign of unra- 
velling the myftery, the foldier informed him, * that 
he could {peak no more German, but that he would 
anfwer in his native tongue.” Here Frederick per- 
ceived the nature of the man’s fituation, at which 
he laughed very heartily, and advifed the young 
man to apply himfelf to learning the language of 
Pruflia, and mind his duty. 

Royal Anecdote—A number of the populace ba- 
ving collected round the carriage of Queen Caro- 
line, feveral years fince, when the Princefs Amelia 
was in it; the Queen hinted to Amelia, that it was 
a favourable opportunity to make a /peech tothem. 
On this the Princefs letting down the glafs of the 
carriage, began ** Myne peoples, we be come there 
for your goods.” -—** Yes, damn mes” replied a 
fellow in the crowd, ** for our goods and chattles 
too |” . 

Anecdote of the Princefs Amelia.—A few years 
fince her Royal Highnefs being of a card party at 
one of the rooms injBath, a Scotch Gentleman leaa- 
ed over her chair, and obferving her {nuff box open 
on the table, applied to it repeatedly without afking 
Jeave, or receiving any anfwer to his encomiuns on 
its contents.
